“ From what "the banker told 


m e ,” said Woods, “ it seem s that 
the Russians attem pt to convert 
only the weaker-willed 
among 
their captives. Those who 
a r e 
strongly national minded are left 
alone,” 
When the American occupa­ 
tion 
forces 
first 
appeared 
in 
their 
country, 
the 
Japanese 
were frightened. They had been 
fed on tales that the A m ericans 
intended to kill all Japanese. 
“ It took them about three da vs 
to discover there was no truth 
in that,” said Woods 
He listed two things the J a p ­ 
anese want: first, they want to 
be 
understood, 
second, 
they 
want food. 
Both of these 
are im portant 
things,

would appear at first glance. 
To understand the Japs, Wood 
explained, it is necessary to get
